Nicholas et al teach heterocyclic compounds that have an alkylene or an 
alkynylene moiety attached at a ring position adjacent to ring nitrogen group. The compounds 
claimed in this application differ from the prior art in that they have imidazoe group fused with 
additional heterocyclic rings. The prior art do not teach or suggest the compounds as described in 
this application.
